Aron*Swaasoa and John Evans, 
miners. Several were taken out im- 
•cocscious from after damp but re- 
covered. 


It was shortly after seven o'clock, 


when the mine was filling up vfiih 
workers who had descended by means 
of a cage in No. - shaft, that the ex- 
plosion occurred the shock of vrisicii 
broke timbers in the mine in every 
direction.. The air fans were'disar- 
ranged ac'I it v,-as for some tine be- 
fore any progress was raaile toT.vard 
opening a way f;>r the rescue of the 
imprisoned raen. 


'Fire boss Joseph went down through 


shaft No. t) which connected with the 
one where the explosion occurred. 
He made his way through tho connect- 
ing gansway and it. is supposed was 
overcome by aCtcrdainp, which follow- 
ed the explosion, anil was unable to 
make his way back to fresh air.

cue parties were organized and fol- 
lowed the way taken by the fire boss. 
They found a party of eight men near 
the connecting gangway and carried 
them to fresh air not a moment too 
soon, for all were r.'inost suffocated by 
the fumes of the deadly afterdamp.

NEW FREAK YACHT.

Boat Manufacturinj; company there 
has just been turned out what is per- 
haps the most curious racing yacht 
afloat It is an aluminium hull boat 
that at first" sight resembles a covered 
bathtub, says the New York Times. It 
was built to fit no class now provided 
for and is without a name save that of 
"freak," with which it was christened 
by the men employed in its construc- 
tion. 


The "freak" was built for William H. 


Meyers of Milwaukee. The hull, rivets. 
clamps and beams arc all of alumin- 
ium, 
and wood Is used only in the 


cockpit combing and deck floor. The 
length over all is 32 feet 4 lneb.es, with 
S feet 4 inches beam. Its shape Is diffi- 
cult to describe, as it can be assigned 
to no class. When \V. E. Collier, the 
designer, was asked to build a racing 
machine, he was given no specific di- 
rections and worked out a design dif- 
ferent from ar.y he had ever seen. 


The aluminium dish will carry a cen- 


tcrboard, bx:t its stilling angle lias not 
been ascertained, ns It will bo fitted 
with a frcnk rig inrido froin-a design by 
Sir. Meyers. The water line length in 
racing trim is also still a matter or" 
doubt. Being built almost entirely of 
nimniuiurn, the machine weighs scarce- 
ly more than Imlf of that of an ordina- 
ry racing yacht of similar dimensions. 
and the ''freak's" performance on the 
water Is consequently looked forward 
to with a great deal of Interest among 
yachtsmen. Tho cost of Mr. Meyers' 
queer boat ia said to have been but lit- 
tle more than that of the conveuUounl 
raclag yacht of similar dimensions.

Evolution of tlie Graduate as De- 


picted By Dr. MacCiiatock in 


His Address to Senior 


Class of 1900. 


Tean MacCiintock, of the Chicago 


University, delivered the anneal ad- 
dress to the graduating class at the 
Market street Presbyterian church last 
night, and, incidentally, to aa audl 
ence -which must be considered large 
when the weather conditions are taken 
note of. The storm came up at the 
moat inopportune moment and many 
who attended the lecture were taken! 
to the church in conveyances. The 
class of forty-two, Supt. C. C. Miller, 
Frof. S. SteUcns and the speaker 
of the evening, wore the college vest- 
ments, and there" was just enough 
formality to add dignity to 
the 


auspicious occasion. 


Supt. Miller presided and 
after j 


prajerby-Hev. Thomson, introduced 
Dr. MacCiintock and his well chosen 
subject, "Maturity." 
It was an argu- 


mentative 
address, full of strong 


reasoning—a physiological treatise on 
the evolution of man from the siage 
of infancy to the period when mind 
and body are touched and withered by 
the hand of time. Dr. MacCiintock 
recited many a profound truth in the 
hour consumed, and brought into re- 
view the traits and characters of 
humanity with a force indicative of 
thoughtful 
study and 
consequent 


familiarity with an intensely interest- 
ing subject. 


"1 am happy to be permitted to 


come to these beautiful exercises, and I 
I do so with a profound reverence for 
the institutions which I represent—a i 
greater reverence indeed when I note 
what the century just behind us has 
accomplished in breaking down allj 
the barriers from the nursery to the\ 
school and from the schools to the life 
of business. There are many figures 
of speech t > deflne this important 
period, styled most frequently, per- 
haps,-as the 'Threshhold of Life;' by 
the poet as 'The place whe:e the brook 
and river meet,' but I speak of it 
familiarly as a 'Study in Maturity.' 
It is an, epoch which can be marked 
off; a stage that has its difficulties, its 
dangers, its hopes, its varying futures, 
and from It we should gather some- 
thing more than mere meaning. 


"^o human is too young or tco old 


for education. 
It begins with the 


veryda^n of consciousness, and in 
our time we have wen wonderful ad- 
vance in th« BOUGHS of ths old to par- 
take of the Kaowledge EO freely dis- 
tributed. In fact it is a new heaven 
for tha field o( education—a never 
5Ediii,{ development." 


I)r. MacCiintock then took up the 


distinct periods In the growth of man, 
the will-marked epochs in life, an<l 
treated (ach' separately. He defined 
the early stage" of childhood from 
three to five years as a season -of rest- 
lessness, curiosity, innocence, truthful- 
ness, striking and impulsive affection, 
and the everlasting spirit of play. Of 
these childish qualifications he re- 
viewed those that should be laid aside 
at the age of maturity. A man may 
become of age in affairs pertainiag to 
business life but Still remain a baby 
in his tastes. He may consummate an 
important financial deal but when It 
comes to lltsrstsre, science for- art, he 
has never grown up, but retains the 
childish tastes that age and experience 
in other things has failed to Develop 


"Every child shou'd remain in 


school," said Dr.. MacCliniock with 
much emphasis, "until he- has matured. 
The cammunity should be authorized 
to compel some such obedience, but 
it is not Incumbent upon that com- 
munity to make a specialist of him. 
That is left to his own desires •when 
he has departed from the 
public' 


aciiool and'has -before him the wrld 
aad the universities.

for Thomas Worthlngton and 2 for Ethan Allen Brown. 


In 1S2S he resigned as senator to accept the position of minister to Co- 


lombia tendered him by President John Quiacy Adams, and was succeeded 
by Judge Jacob Burnet. 


In 1826 he was the head of the Whig party in national politics and -was 


. its candidate for the presidency, but was beaten by Martin Van BUrea of 
New York. 


In 1S46 he was again the "Whig candidate and -was elected over Martin 


Van Buren, who.- because of his <anti-slavery .views, lost the support cf a 
large portion of his party, who voted for Harrison in preference. 
He. 


received the electoral vole of Ohio at both elections. 


The attainment of the presidency was the end of William Henry Har- 


rison's varied and distinguished career. He was inaugurated on the 4th 
•of March. 1841, and died on the 4th of April ensuing, sincerely mourned by 
political friends and antagonists alike. He was succeeded in the presidency 
by John Tyler of Virginia, who had been elected vice president on the ticket 
with him. The latter drew upon himself tho wrath of the leaders of his 
party for vetoing fiscal measures which had passed congress.

tube Is connected to another small Oat- 
tcned tube which is wound in the fortu 
of a spiral. The vrliolo of these tubes 
and the cavity are completely filled 
with mercury. 
Tlie heating of. the 


small cylindrical receiver then causes 
the spiral to dilate and to untwist. One 
end of the spiral being held and the 
other fixed to a suitable gearing, the 
Indication of the temperature can be 
given on a dial which, can be seen for 
a considerable distance.
